Hot dry weather prevailed. But it was a real test for our Hardy MUMS!

Since more and more home flower growers are also quite efficient 
flower arrangers, we have made note in the descriptions where the variety 
has in addition to its decorative value, cut flower qualities as well. This 
should be a-help in making your selections. 


Culture Of Hardy Mums 


SOILS AND LOCATIONS 


Hardy Mums are easy to grow. They do not ask much in the way of 
soil except that it be somewhat loose and enriched. If your soil tends to 
pack, the addition of peat moss, Vermiculite, leaf mold or sand easily over- 
comes the condition. Mums thrive in full sunlight but tolerate shade to a 
degree. For best results give them plenty of sunshine. 


PLANTING 


Early spring when the ground starts warming up is the ideal time to 
plant these pot grown mum plants. We often are able to get ours planted in 
early April. Sometimes the plants are frozen back, but even though the 
tops are lost, vigorous new growth starts from the roots immediately and 
the net result is a bigger, bushier plant than before. By planting an inch or 
so deeper than they were growing in the pot, first thoroughly soaking the 
ball containing the roots, failure is reduced to an absolute minimum. 


FERTILIZING 


We fertilize our mum plants twice during the growing season, once 
when we set them out, taking care to make a circle about six inches away 
from the plants, and then again in early July. We use about one-third cup 
of commercial fertilizer for each application. Often, an application just as 
the buds are forming helps increase the flower size and intensify the color. 
Best results are obtained when the fertilizer is worked into the soil. Hardy 
mums are heavy feeders. 


WATERING 


Mum plants will survive an unbelievably long time when deprived of 
water. But lack of water tends to harden and stunt them. So, for best re- 
sults, see that they are kept well watered. We have been using perforated 
plastic hose for watering, since the fine sprays do not pack the soil. It will 
pay wonderful dividends in flowers to keep your mum plants well watered. 


SPRAYING 


Aphids (plant lice), in different colors, sometimes attack mum plants, 
but an occasional application of DDT or Black Leaf 40 takes care of them. 
We use DDT because it controls practically all the other insect pests. How- 
ever, though Hardy Mums are considerably freer of insects and disease 
than most flower plants, it is good policy to spray them occasionally with 
an all purpose spray. By adding a fungicide to your plant spray (we use 
Fermate) most diseases can be controlled easily. 


NORMAL BLOOMING DATE 


Many conditions help determine the time of blooming for Hardy 
Mums. Buds set when the daytime and nighttime lengths are about equal. 
But hot, dry, late summers, with their clear days, tend to delay bud setting. 
Likewise, cool, moist, cloudy fall days tend to speed up bud setting. We 
have tried to give you a fair average normal blooming date for our varieties. 


PINCHING 


We recommend that all our Hardy Mum Plants, with the exception 
of the cushions, be pinched back, not later than July 1. This simple opera- 
tion consists of removing the soft tips of your plants, causing them to be- 
come bushy, thus producing many more flowers. Too late pinching might 
result in bud removal, so we suggest this be done not later than July 1. 


WINTER COVERING 


Strange as it seems to many, covering mum plants after the ground 
freezes is not done to keep them warm. Rather it is done to eliminate a 
freezing and thawing condition during the winter. While many of our var- 
ieties come through without covering, we recommend that they all be cov- 
ered. Straw, hay, or old grass does a good job, but be sure you have at 
least 3 inches of cover! Remove in the spring when the ground thaws out. 


GROUND CULTIVATION 


We saved this for the last. Mums like a rather loose soil, so to get them 
to do their best, cultivate frequently. Cultivated soil retains moisture much 
better than hard packed soil. By cultivating often, watering can be lessen- 
ed, and the plant response will be considerably increased. You cannot over- 
do cultivating Hardy Mums.
